THE ADDRESS IN REPLY. 

The session of our august legislature hav- 
ing terminated, comments upon it are in or- 
der, but the report of the concluding portion 
not having been received, it cannot be said 
exactly how much or how little work has been 
done, nor yet what the quality of the work is. 
One thing, however, for which the council 
deserves the thanks of the territories at large 
is the stand taken by the majority in regard 
to the lieutenant-governor’s address. While 
that document contained little or nothing of- 
fensive or otherwise, considering the events 
which had occurred go lately in the territo- 
ries and the issues that are now pressing, the 
presentation of such an alleged statement of 
affairs to any representative body was an in- 
sult to its intelligence, and to the credit of 
the council the insult has been resented. At 
the two preceeding council sessions at which 
it was the misfortune of the country that Mr. 
Dewdney should preside, by means of each 
opening address he succeeded in getting from 
the council a tacit endorsation of certain 
shaky points of his policy; in the first in- 
stance regarding the location of the capital, 
and in the second regarding his loose permit 
systein and looserdidian admimstration. In 
the late instance nis hope evidently was—al- 
though his administration and that of his 
masters had been terribly condemned by the 
logic of events—by doctoring the constituen- 
cies 80 as to secure the election of passive 
members and by offering an empty address to 
secure silence in regard to these events, 
which he would have lost no time in claim 
ing ag an endorsation for himself and mas- 
ters. In this he has been badly disappointed. 
Although he and his able lieutenants through- 
out the country succeeded in humbugging a 
portion of the people as to the proper course 
to be pursued he has not sueceeded in hum 
bugging the council. It must have been most 
aggravating to him to find that neither per- 
scnal favor nor party allegiance has been suf- 
ficient to secure the endorsajion that was 60 
necessary to him, To find life long conser 
vatives voting against him the representa- 
tive of a conservative ministry must have 
been a bitter pill to swallow, and will go far 
to convince his employers that his usefulness 
in the North-West is gone. 

The vote on the reply to the address was 
the beginning of a new era in North-West 
politics, It was the first faint declaration of 
independence of the absolute control that has 
hitherto been exercised by the federal au- 
thorities and their representatives in North- 
West matters, and is not less a declaration of 
independence on the part of the North-West 
of the blind party allegiance that is the gurse 
and ruin of Canadian politica, which: pry- 
vents the discussion of principles and meas 
ures on their merits and places the pedple 
nominally free under an absolutism: as ty: 
rannical in principle as that of Russia, — It is 
to be hoped that the stand taken by their re- 
presentatives iv this matter will be sustained 
by the people of the North-West, and that 
whether they choose to call themselves con: 
servatives or reformers they will not give up 
their right of criticism of or dissent from the 
Opinions and acts of those who though calling 
themselves by the same party name have 
other interests than theirs at heart, 

The most remarkable thing about the 
struggle on this celebrated address in reply 
was the easy grace, the apparent relish with 
which bis honor ate the dish of crow therein 


presented to him when he could not help it 


From the time last spring when the first elec 
tions were due his honor had expended ali 
the ingenuity of which he was possessed in 
attempting to avert such an event. Toe Us 
end constituencies were gerry mandered, un 
limited promises made, the business of the 
council retarded for weeks, the orateriwal 
talent, persuasive ability and voting power 
of the federal contingent strained te the 
utmost, even the aid of the talented editor

NORTH-WEST COUNCIL. 
Frivay, Dec. 4, 1885. 


The lieutenant-governor, in replying to Mr. 
Jackson's charges regarding the Indian de- 
vartment accused that gentleman of claim- 
ng to be a supporter of the government and 
at the same time trying to strike it over his 
shoulder. In reference to the charges that 
Indians had died of starvation on the re- 
serves he produced Dr. Edwards’ report which 
showed that the Indians being ill were unable 
to eat the bacon and flour supplied them and 
so starved. The daily rations supplied on 
the reserve at the time were } Ib. bacon, j 1b. 
flour and one-sixteenth of a pound of beef. 
Reports of starvation often reached the de- 
partment and were always attended to. Those 
who had a knowledge of the Indian charac- 
ter knew that when an Indian’s belly was 
only half full he eaid ‘Lam starving.” He 
produced a statement that the Nut lake band 
of Indians had been served with bad flour by 
the contractors, and said that the matter had 
been rectified by the department. He ac- 
cused Mr. Jackson of an attempt to jump a 
portion of the Indian reserve at Ft. Qu’ Ap- 

elle in 1882 and trying to sell town lots off 
t when he knew thut it belonged to the In- 
dians. The department had prevented this, 
hence Mr. Jackson’s opposition. Mr. Jack- 
sou had been in Ottawa and preferred a claim 
of 315,000 against the government, with the 
threat that if it was not paid there would be 
a high old time in the council. The speaker 
had a kindly feeling towards the half-breeds 
and had always been well received by them. 


Monpay, Dec. 7, 1885. 


Jackson replying to the lieutenant-govern- 
or said he wouid not bring his private mat- 
ters into the council. At the late election 
he had been condemned for not having before 
attacked the lieutenant-governor. He thought 
then that in the council was not the proper 
place to air his personal matters and he 
thought so still. If he had not been as suc- 
cessful in his land-grabbing as his honor he 
need feel no animosity towards him on that 
account. In regard to the matter alluded to, 
he could assure any one that it was in a con- 
dition satisfactoryfto himself. The charge 
that he had said if his claim were not allowed 
he would raise a storm in the council was 
false. His honor had made a charge against 
the speaker once before relative to sending 
certain telegrams to the Winnipeg papers, 
which he afterwards found to be untrue but 
which he had not yet apologized for. This 
was the courtsey he had received from his 
honor. He would not say that the half-breeds 
were justified in resorting to arms, but they 
were entitled to consideration. The clerk of 
the council had visited the half-breeds and 
on his report the lieutenant-governor had 
sent a strong recommendation to the federal 
government on the matter. If the govern- 
ment did not see fit to act on the recommen- 
dation forwarded by him he was not fit to 
hold the position of lieutenant-governor. The 
clause in his honor’s address relating to half- 
breeds was put there to place the responsi- 
bility for the rebellionupon them. The speak- 
er had never been purchased into the con- 
servative party and he would not allow his 
honor to read him outof it. The charges 
made of Indians starving on the reserves had 
been supported by the report submitted by 
his honor, which said distinctly that the In- 
dians had starved to death. The fact was 
that the food was so baa and the ration drawn 
down to such an extent that the Indians 
could not live on it. The same was true in 
regard to the Crooked lake Indians. — Gross 
frauds had existed in the delivery of stipplies 
to Indians as the case cited by his honor 
showed. It was the duty of the department 
not to smother up but to investigate such 
cases, The rations of some Indian bands had 
been reduced go that they could not support 
life. Ifmore care were not taken and the 
treaty obligations faithfully carried out the 
Indian troubles were not done yet. As 4 re- 
presentative of half breeds he would say that 
if his honor had need of their votes he would 
not get many. He believed that if his honor 
were removed to some higher position the
